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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's amendnnent are entered because they do not raise new issues that would require further 
consideration. However, the amendment or Applicant's arguments do not place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant's 
analysis in regards to Freeny's authorization functionality is acknowledged. However, Applicant's argument fail to discuss the Interfaces 
that are downloaded from the kiosk [see Final Rejection, pgs. 3-4]. Freeny discloses a macro that serves as a menu to enable access to 
certain services. Freeny did not expressly disclose that the macro (Interface) was downloaded from a kiosk. However Borgstahl discloses 
that service interfaces are downloaded an implemented on wireless devices, such that the interfaces may provide capability that was not 
previously available on the wireless device [see Borgstahl, column 9 "lines 51-67"]. Applicant's remarks did not address this analysis of 
the Freeny and Borgstahl references but the Office maintains their relevance to the claimed functionality of retrieving an externally stored 
application. Freeny and Borgstahl's macro [menu. Interfaces] correspond to the externally stored application that was not previously 
located on the wireless device. The menu is essential to operation of the requested service because it provides the user interface to the 
service. Thus Freeny and Borgstahl disclose the claimed functionality. 

For the foregoing reasons, Applicant's amendment and remarks are not persuasive and the rejections set forth in the final rejection are 
maintained. The application is not in condition for allowance. 
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
